Also, closely akin to the evolutionary 
hypothesis is Marzian Socialism, 
whose impact on modern thought is 
often underestimated. Karl Marx 
based his theory of socialism on class 
struggle and the materialistic concept 
of history, both-of which ideas can be 
traced directly to the theory of organic 
evolution. Marx held that class 
struggle is inevitable and is to be en- 
gendered, whether there is cause 
therefor or not. The class structure of 
society, with its political and social in- 
stitutions, which are held to lag be- 
hind the movement of economic 
change, must be readjusted by the 
drastic method of revolution, until the 
entire superstructure crashes to the 
ground. Thereafter, there is to be a 
new arrangement of the classes, with 
the proletariat in control; and then 
at long length emerges a classless 
society. Therefore, it is alleged, capi- 
talism with its emphasis on individual 
responsibility and opportunity is to be 
destroyed. By this theory, the minds 
of this generation have been dis- 
traught with hatreds that are not 
easily defined. 

The following pointed and perti- 
nent criticism of the Marxian position 
is made by that thoughtful “gentle- 
man- from Indiana,” Samuel B. Pet- 
tengill. “Mankind was often brutal, but 
life itself was brutal in the centuries 
before free enterprise and the property 
system gave the hope of reward to 
those who made better tools, and bet- 
ter things with the better tools. 

“When Marx wrote Das Kapital, 
women were hitched to cars dragging 
coal out of British mines. In the textile 
mills little children worked twelve 
hours a day and the beds they slept in 
never got cold, as one shift took the 
place of the other. Marx was right in 
what he saw. He was wrong in his 
diagnosis. He said the main fault was 
greed and exploitation. He prescribed 
a war of classes. It was the wrong 
remedy. There was greed, of course, 
but a communistic redistribution of 
all wealth would have been but a drop 
in the bucket in the alleviation of hu- 
man misery. 
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“He talked about women in the coal 
mines. Others talked. But who took the 
women out of the mines? It was the 
inventor, the engineer, the business 
organizer, and the thrifty folks who 
financed the new ideas that substi- 
tuted slaves of iron and steel for hu- 
man backs. James Watt, who invented 
the steam engine, John Deere, who in- 
vented the steel plow, and those who 
followed them, and countless,others 
in other fields, did more to lift the 
burden of endless drudgery from the 
shoulders of mankind than all the 
‘cradle to the grave’ reformers that 
ever lived. Karl Marx wrote that 
machinery ‘sweeps away every moral 
and natural restriction on the length 
of the working day.’ How wrong he 
was! This story must be told, and told 
again.”2 

Marxism, with its class struggle and 
evolution to a stateless society, is a 
false lamp of freedom with no power 
to provide a better life; rather, only 
to destroy what we have. 

PROGRESSIVE EDUCATION 

In like manner, there is a relation- 
ship between modern theories of edu- 
cation and evolutionary hypothesis. 
The so-called “progressive” education, 
with its emphasis on pupil-centered 
classes, is basically a rejection of the 
thesis that the past generations have 
anything to teach the individual; in- 
stead, he is to learn for himself. The 
teacher is incidental to the classroom; 
discipline is not to be tolerated, as it 
will thwart the personality-growth of 
the child. The latter is to grow up un- 
hampered, unhindered, and uninhib- 
ited. We have with us a generation of 
young people who have been taught 
not to obey, to feel that they know 
what is best for themselves, to follow 
their whims and to do as they please. 
Discipline by parents, teachers, or by 
one’s self is strongly disapproved. 

“Progressive” education has some- 
thing to offer in methodology, and we 
can receive from it the improvement 
of teaching methods. It is wrong, total- 
ly and woefully wrong, however, in its 
basic postulate that the learning pro-

from the teacher. “Education” means 
“a leading out,” and the unlearned 
and inexperienced have no knowledge 
nor criteria whereby to lead them- 
selves. Does the shepherd inquire of 
his flock, ‘Where do we go from here?” 
There is no more sound pedagogy than 
that expressed long ago in Proverbs, 
“Train up a child in the way that he 
shall go; and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it.” Self-discipline, 
rather than self-expression, is the ed- 
ucational lamp that is needed in this 
dark hour. 

The “new lamps” offered to this 
generation—evolution, authoritarian- 
ism, socialism, progressive education 
—are false and futile. They darken 
rather than enlighten, debase rather 
than lift up, enslave rather than free. 
Why? Because they are basically and 
intrinsically godless, and, therefore, 
powerless to transform mankind and 
his environment. Man, left to himself, 
enslaves himself and others. There is 
strong and pertinent warning in the 
Word of old, “The wicked shall be 
turned into hell, and the nations that 
forget God.” 

The old lamps are unequivocally 
antithetical to the new: the Bible, 
with its revelation and creationism, 
democracy, the free-enterprise system 
and Christian education, came into 
prominence in the Protestant Refor- 
mation, with its emphasis on the su- 
preme authority of the Scriptures, the 
integrity of the individual (although 
a fallen creature), the dignity of toil 
and the value of thrift, the authority 
(and responsibility) of the parent and 
teacher. Those lamps led large seg- 
ments of mankind into a large light 
and life. 

The Lamp of lamps is the Bible, the 
written revelation of God unto the 
children of men. It is at the same time 
the most loved and the most hated 
book in the world. Countless millions 
have come out of darkness into the 
light because of it; and others have 
hated it because they have read their 
own iniquity and condemnation in the 
light of its truths.

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ONE HUNDRED FIFTY THOUSAND JAPANESE 
BIBLES 


The first Japanese Bibles printed in the United States 
are now ready for shipment to Japan. This edition of 
150,000, produced by the American Bible Society, is not 
only the first edition printed in the United States, but 
it is also the largest edition of Japanese Bibles that has 
ever been printed. 

Because no Japanese Bibles have been printed in Japan 
since 1941, these books are being anxiously awaited by 
the Japanese, according to reports received by the Bible 
Society from the Japan Bible Society in Tokyo. 

The books measure 53g x 8 inches, contain 1,696 pages, 
and weigh almost three pounds. They are bound in black 
cloth. It took 440,000 pounds of Bible paper to produce 
this one edition. The Japanese Bible contains 50 per cent 
more paper than an English Bible. This printing utilized 
more. paper than, in a normal prewar year, the Bible 
Society.might have used for all the Bibles they printed 
in. various languages in a year’s production. 

: The entire edition will be forwarded as rapidly as pos- 
Sible to Japan. If the entire edition were forwarded at 
the same time, it would require eight of the largest size 
box cars to transport the books to the coast. All of the 
Japanese Bibles should be in Tokyo well before Christmas. 
‘-General MacArthur said recently that, owing to the 
vacuum left by the changes which have occurred in Japan, 
“there now exists an opportunity without counterpart 
since the birth of Christ, for the spread of Christianity 
among the people of the Far East.” 

As soon as the war ended, and before missionaries could 
be ‘sent back to their posts, the Japanese Christian leaders 
tequested of the American Bible Society 150,000 Japanese 
Bibles and 2,500,000 Japanese New Testaments. The Society 
started work immediately to fill this order and so far 
have’ forwarded 1,200,000 Japanese Testaments and in 
addition about 700,000 separate Gospels in Japanese. 

The gospel is finding its way in Japan today. Many 
hundreds of Bible study classes and groups have been 
organized in schools, factories, hospitals, offices and 
farmers’ homes, widely scattered all over the country, 
such as have never been known before. A group of journal- 
ists and businessmen, it is reported, meet each week to 
study the Bible in a Tokyo newspaper office. 





RUSSIAN SCRIPTURES PRESENTED BY THE AMERI- 
CAN BIBLE SOCIETY TO METROPOLITAN GRE- 
GORY, OF LENINGRAD AND NOVGOROD 

Ten thousand copies of the first Russian Bible to be 
published in this country, together with 5,000 Russian 
Testaments and Psalms, 100,000 Russian Gospels, and 1,000 
Greek New Testaments were presented by Daniel Burke, 
president of the American Bible Society, to Metropolitan 
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Gregory, of Leningrad and Novgorod, of the Russian 
Orthodox Church, at the Bible House, in New York City, 
on Thursday, October 30. Metropolitan Gregory is on a 
special mission in this country, and will shortly return 
to Russia. 

These copies of the Holy Scriptures are a Christmas 
gift from the American Bible Society, to Patriarch Alexei, 
of Moscow, for the churches and people of Russia. Metro- 
politan Gregory has already cleared the import license for 
these Scriptures, so that it is expected they will be in 
Russia very shortly, and will constitute a gift from the 
people of the United States through the American Bible 
Society and Patriarch Alexei, of Moscow, to the churches 
and people of Russia. 

All of these Russian Scriptures are in the Holy Synod 
Version and in the new Russian orthography. They have 
been set up and published in the United States by the 
American Bible Society in the past few years, to show 
the good will and gratitude of millions of American Chris- 
tians to the Russian people for their supreme courage 
and sacrifices in the great fight against military aggres- 
sion. The Greek New Testaments will be distributed among 
the theological students. 

The Holy Synod Version was first published in 1860 in 
St. Petersburg by the Holy Synod of the Russian Orthodox 
Church. In 1926, the American Bible Society paid for hav- 
ing a Russian Bible in the Holy Synod Version set up and 
printed in the Government printing office at Leningrad. 
This Bible was in the new orthography, but after two 
editions were printed the plates were lost. 


The American Bible Society, however, recently set up 
and published in the United States several editions of the 
Russian Gospels and of the Russian New Testament and 
Psalms in the Holy Synod Version and in the new orthog- 
raphy. On September 13, 1946, a shipment of 5,000 Russian 
Testaments and Psalms, 100,000 Russian Gospels, and 500 
Nestle’s Greek New Testaments was donated through 
Archbishop Alexei Sergeyev, of Jaroslavl and Rostov, to 
Patriarch Alexei, of Moscow. 

The 10,000 Russian Bibles now being donated to Patri- 
arch Alexei, of Moscow, through Metropolitan Gregory, 
are part of the first edition of the American Bible So- 
ciety’s new Center Reference Russian Bible just off the 
press. As long as the shortages of paper and binding 
materials caused by the war continue, the American Bible 
Society considers it a Christian privilege and is prepared 
to continue to donate such gifts of copies of the Word 
of God to the churches and people of Russia in Russian, 
Slavonic, and in other languages.—American Bible Society.

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HONORED EUROPEAN GUEST VISITS HEAD- 
QUARTERS | 


We were privileged this week to have with us an out- 
standing Pentecostal leader from Europe in the person 
of Rev. Leonard Stiner, pastor of the Full Gospel Church 
in Basel, Switzerland. He spoke for us twice at the Col- 
lege and once at our Headquarters church. 


Brother Stiner was elected moderator of the Inter- 
national Pentecostal Conference, which convened in 
Zurich, Switzerland, in May, where some two hundred 
fifty representatives from twenty-three different coun- 
tries met to discuss world problems of mutual interest. 
Rev. and Mrs. John P. Kluzit were our representatives 
at this conference. 

A definite organization was not effected, but Brother 
Stiner was elected secretary of this Pentecostal Fellow- 
ship during the intervening, formative period and has 
been traveling in interest of this world-wide spiritual 
awakening. His visit to America has been limited to ap- 
proximately two months. 

He gave a graphic picture of the terrible situation in 
Europe and we were thrilled with the news that God is 
pouring out His Spirit and baptizing many thousands 
of people in Europe. It is indeed encouraging to know 
that there are many hundreds of thousands of Spirit- 
filled people who are praying and looking forward to 
the soon return of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Our visitor from Europe seemed very greatly impressed 
with America, this being his first visit. He said, “America’s 
a great country and a mighty nation,” that we have 
unique privileges and great responsibilities. He told us 
that western Europe favored and welcomed American aid, 
“Without it the last ray of hope would be gone,” said he. 
He says that the suffering in Europe will be much greater 
this winter, because of the crop failure this year, the in- 
ability to rebuild the homes, and their clothing becoming 
threadbare.

He expressed sincere thanks 
to the National Association of Evangelicals for the much 
needed and appreciated help, both in clothing and food, 
which they have been receiving. He expressed the opinion 
that American aid to the nations of western Europe has 
had “far-reaching” effect in halting the spread of com- 
munism; however, he stated that “financial aid alone 
cannot stop communism’s spread. In my opinion, our only 
hope in stopping it lies in a world-wide spiritual awaken- 
ing—a return to primitive Christianity.” . 
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Plans for the next International 
Pentecostal World Conference is still 
fluid. It is in the minds of the leaders 
of various Pentecostal groups that such 
a meeting should be held in 1949. Some 
are suggesting that it be in the United States next 
time. There are advantages, but likewise disadvantages, 
in such a location. It seems to me, since in Europe so 
many of the countries are closer together, that having

the conference there, many more would be privileged to 
_ attend the meeting than could attend if it were held in 


America. There might be the difficulty of Europeans 
securing passports and proper finances to make a trip. 
This problem, however, should be made an object of 
prayer, for surely the time has come when problems of 
missionary and relief work could be greatly increased by 
a closer Pentecostal world fellowship. We are expecting 
the Lord’s soon return, but we should labor while we wait. 





Atheism and There had always been in Europe, especial- 
Anti-religion ly Catholic Europe, conflicts over the re- 

spective jurisdictions of church:and state, 
and at least since the French Revolution a good deal of 
“anticlericalism.” During the French Revolution there was 
a fierce but brief and unsuccessful effort to uproot Chris- 
tianity altogether. For many centuries the conflict has 
continued, but 

“Not until the twentieth century, not until after the 
World War and the rise of ‘totalitarian’ dictatorship, did 
the trend change. Then, rather suddenly, conflict between 
church and state was transformed into conflict between 
religion and atheism, anticlericalism was merged into anti- 
religion, and whole nations were rendered intolerant, even 
of private practice of traditional faith. Nor was the changed 
trend peculiar to the Western Christendom. It has ap- 
peared, we may recall, in both Catholic and Protestant 
Germany, and also in Catholic Mexico and Spain. But it 
is now most striking in Russia and outside Christendom, 
in. Moslem Turkey and Moslem Iran. In some degree, in- 
deed, it is world-wide. Just as strenuous efforts have been 
put forth in Germany to supplant the ‘imported’ world- 
religion of Christianity with an ‘indigenous’ tribal religion 
of primitive Aryanism, so in Japan the Government has 
sedulously fostered a preference for native Shintoism as 
over against any ‘foreign’ religion. Wherefore, every one 
of the historic world religions is extraordinarily troubled, 
and its missionary endeavors seriously handicapped. 

“Yet, despite difficulties, old and new, with which it 
is confronted in the present age, despite universal prog- 
ress of secularization and relative decline of ecclesiastical 
influence on society and on shaping of public policies, 
organized supernatural religion is by no means dead. Its 
roots are struck deep in human habits, if not in human 
nature; and apparently it satisfies vital human needs and 
aspirations in a machine age as formerly in an age of 
hand tools. What decline it may have suffered is relative 
rather than absolute.”—A Political and Cultural History of 
Modern Europe, by Carlton J. H. Hughes, reprinted 1943, 
page 828. es

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This Great Question 


Delivered at the Michigan Camp Meeting, July 13

Luke 12:15, “. . . Take heed, and be- 
ware of covetousness: for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth.” 

James 4:13, 14, “Go to now, ye that 
say, To day or to morrow we will go in- 
to such a city, and continue there a 
year, and buy and sell, and get gain: 
whereas ye know not what shall be on 
the morrow. For what is your life? It 
is even a vapour, that appeareth for a 
little time, and then vanisheth away.” 

No greater question has ever been 
asked an individual than this one: 
What is your life? I remember one 
man was asked, “What shall we do 
with Jesus?” Then there is the ques- 
tion: “What is man that thou art 
mindful of him?” Also, ‘(How shall we 
escape if we neglect so great salva- 
tion?” The Bible answers most of these 
questions, but some of them it leaves 
up to the individual. We are going to 
try to find an answer to what man is 
tonight. It becomes necessary to recog- 
nize individuals. We speak of our 
church, Sunday School, international 
work, and General Assembly, but if 
we are to achieve our purpose, we must 
get to the heart of the individual. If 
the Church’s good name and dignity 
is held up, we must deal with the in- 
dividual. And so, it becomes necessary 
to deal with the individual to get the 
individual to accept a fair portion of 
his burden, and then if we can get 
that, it will erase every question as to 
whether or not the Church in your 
community will be a more influential 
Church. Tonight I would like to preach 
to these children, or to these young 
people, but somehow I believe the 
Lord would have me to speak to every- 
one. 

The great problem is that of good 
and evil—how to overcome evil and 
how to come in possession of good and 
how to help others. For every evil, 
there is a corresponding good that we 
can enjoy, and for every good that we 
sacrifice, there is a corresponding evil 
that we will be compelled to endure. A 
man can’t lose his health without hav- 
ing to be distressed with sickness. A 
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man absolutely cannot lose his eye- 
sight without being distressed with 
blindness. There is a corresponding 
good for every evil that distresses us, 
and there is a corresponding evil for 
every good that stands out before us. 
If that be true, each individual should 
be able to consider how to overcome 
that evil by becoming good. It is nec- 
essary to have some searching ques- 
tions sometimes. There is a question 
that becomes painful. The question 
comes down to: Where do you stand? 
It is not so much, Who are you? but 
what are you? where are you and 
what are you doing there? We might 
say, Here is Brother Brinsfield. Well, 
what is he? He is a minister of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Where is he? He is 
in the tabernacle near Reed City. 
What is he doing there? Representing 
the Missions Department of the 
Church of God. And then, here is 
Brother Ralph E. Williams. What is 
he? National Youth Director. Where is 
he? He is in the camp meeting near 
Reed City. What is he doing? He is 
working for the betterment and up- 
lift of the young people of the Church 
of God. There is a corresponding evil 
in which he could be. He could be op- 
posing the Church. And so, every time 
you are not employed in good, you are 
in some evil, if you are not careful. Let 
us find the answer to your life. 


Your life has its dimensions. Your 
life has its breadth, its depth, its 
length, and its height. It is going to be 
everlasting and eternal. Here it is a 
vapor, but beyond here it is everlast- 
ing. You are an eternal being, going 
to stay somewhere; not exactly spend 
eternity, because you can’t spend it; 
but you are going into eternity some- 
where, in a better or worse state. Then 
it is true of us that some are only in- 
terested in the length of life here. If 
you knew there were some vitamins 
which you could take that would 
lengthen your life ten years, you would 
want to know where they were. I find 
in the limited investigation which I 
make relative to the individual’s life, 
that some people are interested in the 
length of time rather than in how they 
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live whilé here, and that is a bad 
thing. I don’t bring this against the 
Church, but I have been sad to find 
that people will beg for me to pray 
that their life might be lengthened, 
but not that their life might be used 
in the vineyard of the Lord. What we 
want is not only an extension of time, 
but we want it to be properly taken 
care of. 

Now we want to consider the 
breadth of life. How broad are you? 
There is a broad way that leadeth to 
destruction, but it didn’t say broad- 
hearted men would have to gp to de- 
struction, nor broad souls. If I,were go- 
ing to try to measure the breadth of 
your life, you are as broad/as your 
kindness to others “in forgiving and 
giving to them, and as your sympathy 
to others, and your activities to your 
neighbor relative to the winning of 
others to Christ. Have you gone to the 
next door? If you haven’t, you are too 
narrow-hearted. Within the shadow 
of your own house is too narrow. The 
early Christians were told to go every- 
where, telling the story of Christ. The 
reason we are here in this camp meet- 
ing is to qualify ourselves to help make 
our Church a more useful and in- 
fluential church. If you were called 
to give an account of your life, could 
you say, This woman was broad 
enough to step across the street and 
pray with me? Somebody said, “We 
had just better be careful or we will 
get too broad.” Our interest in others 
must widen. Jesus said to begin at 
Jerusalem, not narrow down to Je- 
rusalem. You have seen the lame rise 
and walk and shout and dance, and 
you have seen great things, but you 
must go into Judea. Don’t stop at 
Judea, but go over to Samaria. And 
then, don’t stop there, but go to the 
uttermost parts of the earth. God, give 
us broad-minded men in our com- 
munities, who are as broad as their 
interest in others is manifest! What 
is the breadth of your life? How many 
members do we have in this state, 
twelve or thirteen hundred? Give us 
that many who are broad enough in 
their souls to walk and talk until they. 
have one more to bring in and 
shall double our membership. 

Now we should like to talk about the 
depth of your life. The depth of your 
life is as deep as your understanding 
of truth. Some don’t want to under- 
stand God’s way. They do like the devil 
suggested to me before I was in this 
way. He said, “Those people may be 
right, and if they are, you had better

I. THE HOLY GHOST IN DIFFER- 
ENT DISPENSATIONS 
A dispensation is a period of time 


“during which God deals with man in 


some particular way in respect to 
man’s sin and responsibility. 1 Cor. 
9:17; Eph. 1:10; 3:2; Col. 1:25. 

1. God the Father has made two 

great gifts of intrinsic and infinite 
value to the world. 
* First, the gift of His Son. “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life,” John 3:16. Second, 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. “Then Pe- 
ter said unto them, Repent, and be 
baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost, For the promise is un- 
‘to you, and to your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call,” Acts 2:- 
38, 39. 

2. There are three persons in the 
Godhead (Greek—theistes: divinity). 

The word “trinity” is derived from 
the Latin trinitas, which comes from 
the adjective trinus, which means 
three in one, 

3. e trinity of the Godhead is 
intimated under seven headings in the 
Old Testament. (1) The plural names 
of deity. (a) God—Elohim. The He- 
brew word Elohim is used twenty-three 
hundred times in the Old Testament. 
(b) We see the Trinity expressed in 
the plural pronoun us. “And God said, 
Let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness .. .,” Gen. 1:26. “And the 
Lord -God said, Behold, the man is be- 
come as one of us, to know good and 


evil. . .,” Gen. 3:22. “Go to, let us go 
down, and there confound their 
language .. .,” Gen, 11:7. (c) We see 


the Trinity typified in the three angel 


messengers sent to warn Abram. “And 


he Kft-%p his eyes and looked, and, lo, 


_ three-men stood by him: and when.he, 


Ssaw them, he ran to meet them fro 


toward thé 2round, and and said, My Lord, 
if now I have -found favour in thy 
sight, pass not away, I pray thee, from 
thy servant,” Gefs.18:2, 3. Note, Abram 
calls them colledbiygly, together, “My 
Lor@.” Here is a pteture of the Trinity. 
(d) The Trinity typiffed in the three 
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great old patriarchs—Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. Exod. 3:6, 15, 16; 4:5; Matt. 
22:42; Mark 12:26; Luke 20:37; Acts 
3:13; 7:32. (e) In King Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s confession we see his ack 
edgment of the Trinity: “The king an- 
swered unto Daniel, and said, Of a 
truth it is, that your God is a God of 
gods, and a Lord _of kings, and a re- 
vealer of secrets, seeing thou couldest 
reveal this secret,” Dan 2:47. The God 
of gods is God the Father. The Lord 
of kings is the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
revealer of secrets is none other than 
the Holy Ghost. 

4. The Holy Ghost and His work. 

The first passage in Gen. 1:2 reveals 
the superintendency of the Holy Ghost 
in the preparation of the earth for the 
preparation of man. “And the earth 
was without form, and void; and dark- 
ness was upon the faceiof the deep. 
And the Spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the waters.” The Holy Ghost 
ministered in the interpretation of 
Joseph’s dream. Gen. 41:38. In the dis- 
pensation of the law, the Spirit of 
wisdom came and directed, Aaron’s 
sons (Exod. 28:1-3) to make a garment 
and to consecrate them to the priest’s 
office. “Moreover he said, I am_ the 
God of thy father, the God of Abra- 
ham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob,” Exod. 3:6. Abraham was the 
father of the faithful, the father of a 
multitude. Abraham typifies God the 
Father. 

Isaac was the son of promise. His 
name in the Hebrew means laughter. 
He typifies the Lord Jesus Christ. After 
Abraham, the seed was through 
Isaac, the son of promise. Gal. 3:6-16. 
This son of laughter has brought more 
joy and laughter to despondent, brok- 
en hearts than all the other sons ever 
born. Jacob was a type of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Then in Abraham you have a perfect 


picture of faith. In Isaac you have the 
result of faith, which is sonship. In 


(«Jacob you have the result of sonship, 
_and_ .bowed himself ‘which is service. In Joseph, you have 


the result of service, which is glory. 
In Exod. 31:2, 3, we see Bezaleel 
filled*with the Holy Ghost, in all wis- 
dom and understanding of all manner 
of w anship. The Holy Ghost was 
upon Moses and upon the seventy 
elders..Nyum-11;.16, 17. Then we see the 
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Holy Ghost coming upon Gideon and 
he blew the trumpet and Abiezer was 
_gathered after him. Judges 6:34. 

5. The Spirit’s prophetic mention 
of the Son. 

“For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The mighty God, The ever- 
lasting Father, The Prince of Peace,” 
Isa. 9:6. See Isa. 48:16; Psa. 2:7.

Dear reader, if you have 
now bow. your head and o— and 
knees to Jesus and ask Him to baptize 
you with this blessed Holy Ghost 
(Matt. 3:11)? 
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AM certainly happy to be among 
you tonight and enjoy the fel- 
lowship with you very much 

indeed. I am impressed to see the 
beautiful work of God, the work under 
the name of the Church of God. I am 
grateful to God for permitting me to 
come down this way. I have found very 
precious brethren here and I believe 
they have felt as I have, that our 
hearts have been knit together in love. 
I have never heard such singing as I 
have heard here tonight. I have heard 
singing in France, Belgium, Germany, 
and other countries, but your singing 
has just thrilled my soul. 

I would like to tell you once more 
that I bring you greetings from the 
friends and brethren in Switzerland, 
and from the Pentecostal churches in 
other countries. 

The World Pentecostal Conference 
of last May convened in Switzerland. 
It was a wonderful time of blessing; it 
instilled deeper blessings in our hearts 
for the whole Pentecostal family. It 
may interest some of you to know that 
the World Conference in Europe was 
the result of prayer which continued 
among the Pentecostal people during 
the war. Switzerland is a small coun- 
try, about one-third as large as the 
State of Florida. We have about four 
million people. We have a Pentecostal 
work but it is divided into different 
groups—the Assemblies of God, etc.— 
like you have over here. We have about 
the same number, five or six, different 
Pentecostal groups in Switzerland. 
There, in a small country like Switzer- 
land, it is even worse. It has been put 
on our hearts to find a way to get in 
closer touch with one another, and the 
Lord showed us the best way is to pray. 


We read a report of a unique prayer 
conference at the beginning of the 
war in China, among missionaries and 
other ministers, which was supposed 
to last only one week, but it lasted 
eight weeks and was attended by mis- 
sionaries and ministers from different 
churches. There were about eighteen 
missionaries and about a dozen mis- 
sionary societies and churches repre- 
sented. One Pentecostal missionary 
told us that they felt very definitely 
led by God to put away their distinc- 
tive Pentecostal colors—Assemblies of 
God, Free Pentecost, etc., and be all 
brethren in Christ. What stirred me 
especially was that the Pentecostal 
brethren there felt like they should 
just let the Lord have His way, and 
they all experienced a mighty out- 
pouring of the Spirit, and wonderful 
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spiritual gifts, and the Lord spoke to 
them, preparing them for the dark 
years before them. 

We felt stirred in Switzerland and 
we called for a similar prayer con- 
ference in 1942, in my own church. 
Then we had seven more, the last one 
in the year preceding the wonderful 
conference in China, each one more 
wonderful than the other. I shall never 
forget the first one. We were all on 
our knees fasting and praying, and all 
at once you would see a brother rise 
from his knees and go to another on 
the other side of the room, and say, 


from other countries. When we had 
the conference last May, it was a time 
of untold blessing. It was much larger 
than we had expected, about five times 
as many people. Many visited from 
abroad, and in every detail God put 
His seal upon it. 

I find again and again that the key 
to all our troubles and difficulties, in 
our homes, in our churches, in our 
missionary programs, at home and 
abroad, is prayer. It is true that 
sometimes you have found it difficult 
to understand a brother or sister and 
have tried to make the situation bet-

“Come out, I have to talk to you a 
moment.” Then you would see them 
return with tears falling down their 
cheeks. Evidently they had to con- 
fess and had made things right. This 
impressed us very much. 

In 1946, we had a wonderful service, 
on the last day, in partaking of His 
table. We were all on our knees wor- 
shipping God, praising Him. As we 
were there, suddenly it was like a vi- 
sion and I felt the Lord putting His 
hand upon me for a world fellowship 
among Pentecostal people and calling 
for the first conference in Switzerland. 
I told other brethren about it, and we 
prayed again and all felt it was God’s 
plan and promised to support me in 
their prayers. So the world conference 
was born. I told the news to others in 
other countries and in every letter 
was a confirmation, saying, “Go on, 
we are praying for you,” and I received 
much help from other brethren 


ter and it got worse, but as soon as 
you went on your knees it was solved. 
What matters, after all, is God, and 
that our hearts get united in His love. 

Tonight I have thought I would 
talk to you about European conditions. 

I shall read from the book of Reve- 
lation, the 14th chapter, from the 14th 
verse to the end of the chapter. “And 
I looked, and behold a white cloud, 
and upon the cloud one sat like unto 
the Son of man, having on his head 
a golden crown, and in his hand a 
sharp sickle. And another angel came 
out of the temple, crying with a loud 
voice to him that sat on the cloud, 
Thrust in thy sickle, and reap: for the 
time is come for thee to reap; for the 
harvest of the earth is ripe. And he 
that sat on the cloud thrust in his 
sickle on the earth; and the earth was 
reaped. And another angel came out 
of the temple which is in heaven, he 
also having a sharp sickle. And anoth- 
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er angel came out from the altar, 
which had power over fire; and cried 
with a loud cry to him that had the 
sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy 
sharp sickle, and gather the clusters 
of the vine of the earth; for her grapey 
are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in 
his sickle into the earth, and gathered 
the vine of the earth, and cast it into 
the great winepress of the wrath of 
God. And the winepress was trodden 
without the city, and blood came out 
of the winepress, even unto the horse 
bridles, by the space of a thousand and 
six hundred furlongs.” 


just read. John saw the harvest and 
how the harvest had been reaped, im- 
mediately preceding His coming, as 
I understand it. He saw a beautiful 
vision in the skies, a bright and shining 
cloud, and upon the cloud one like unto 
the Son of God, with a sickle in His 
hand, waiting, and a voice called unto 
Him to thrust the sickle down and He 
thrust it down. John saw it going to 
the earth and he beheld a harvest be- 
ing brought in. The harvest of the 
earth had become ripe and he watched 
Christ harvest for Himself of the fruit 
of the earth, the blessed fruit of all 
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This wonderful book of Revelation, 
in accordance with the whole Book of 
God, is speaking of that unequaled 
world event ahead of us—the coming 
of our blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, who is coming as King and 
Judge of the nations. First of all, He 
is coming as the bridegroom for His 
waiting bride, His waiting Church. 
This whole event in our hearts is the 
bright and shining light, shining in 
the midst of the dark days in which 
we are living. It has thrilled my heart 
to hear that wonderful hymn of His 
coming. Preceding His coming, certain 
events will take place on the earth, 
and during His coming, and after. 
With the conflicts of recent years and 
the present situation of this world, 
we are made to realize that the day 
of His coming is at hand, His coming 
is near. 

I would like for you to keep in mind 
the double vision of which we have

His servants who had labored on the 
earth, and Christ assembled to Himself 
His own. John must have fallen on his 
knees and worshiped as he saw this 
harvest being brought in. The labors 
of all the missionaries, all the witness- 
es down through the ages, have not 
been in vain. He saw the fruit being 
gathered. 


Then John saw an angel appear, al- 
so with a sickle, and a voice to thrust 
down his sickle, and again it fell down 
to the earth and struck in the earth. 
The grapes of the vine of the earth 
were cut and thrust into the winepress 
of God, and as it was trodden he saw 
a terrible sight, streams of blood com- 
ing forth. It was a harvest of judg- 
ment. The first vision was a shining, 
glorious vision of Christ harvesting 
His own harvest, outshining by far 
the second vision. 

I believe that today we see in Europe 
and other places the harvest going on. 


God has given over the nations of 
Europe to reap what they have sowed. 
From everything I saw with my own 
eyes, I cannot help but believe that 
when war broke out in 1939 something 
must have happened—an angel having 
power thrust down a sickle in the 
earth and war broke out. A personal 
letter of an eyewitness says that in 
certain states in Germany human 
blood was like rivers in the streets. I 
don’t believe you can describe the con- 
dition of Europe as it really is. Some 
people ask me if the situation. in 
Europe has been exaggerated. I want 
to tell you it is much worse. It can- 
not be described. Our hearts were 
deeply stirred as we listened to the 
terrible tales told by those who ex- 
perienced the suffering and hardships, 
especially the children of God. We 
have seen the present difficulties and 
hardships. It is hard to realize some- 
times that it was so terrible, but two 
years after the war they are still out 
of homes. We have walked over that 
desert of stones and looked at a few 
of the habitations of the people and 
took pictures of houses half torn down. 
The ruins have not been torn down 
and we saw people living in them, and 
people living in the big holes made by 
the bombs which destroyed their 
homes. In France it is bad, but in Ger- 
many it is much worse—caves dug out 
in the ground and very primitive habi- 
tations, living in wooden boxes and 
little -huts made from the wood from 
simple boxes. When you go through 
Germany, your heart is deeply moved, 
not only to see those cities, once large 
cities, in ruins and half in ruins, nine- 
tenths in ruins; and everywhere looks 
just as it must have looked the day 
after the war. Under the rubbish there 
are hundreds of bodies which were 
never removed. On these heaps of 
rubbish there are little tablets of 
stone indicating those who found their 
death when their city was bombed. 


I stood in my home one mile from 
the French border and two miles from 
the German border and heard those 
squadrons thrust down their bombs 
many nights, and felt the ground 
tremble and shake. I can’t forget one 
certain night when suddenly it was 
like lightning in the distance, and we 
could feel the earth tremble. The next 
morning we read in the paper that the 
city of B— had been bombed and 
thirty thousand people had been bur- 
ied under the houses which had fallen 
down. Last June. on my way from

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NEW LAMPS FOR OLD?

ing are the words of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, John 3:19-21, “And this is the 
condemnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be re- 
proved. But he that doeth truth 
cometh to the light, that his deeds 
may be made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God.” 

The: Bible is indeed “a lamp unto 
our feet, and a light unto our path,” 
because it brings to our knowledge the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Light of the 
world. Wherever the Bible goes with 
its good news, it sheds its searching 
light upon social and spiritual con- 
ditions as it finds them, and leads 
many into the light of salvation and 
a walk of godliness. It takes little dis- 
cernment to see that the enlightened 
areas of the earth are those who have 
had the Gospel light, even though the 
majority of people therein may not 
have received the Saviour. Even a 
brief visit through Europe or Latin 
America will show one conclusively the 
differences between countries that 
have been deeply influenced by the 
Gospel, and those that have not. Just 
cross the border from Italy to Switzer- 
land, and go over the Baltic from Po- 
land to Sweden, and one ean see for 
himself. 

In its colonial beginnings the United 
States had the Bible as its lamp, from 
which other lamps of freedom were 
lighted. In recent years it has been 
popular to “debunk” the early colo- 
nists and founders of our country by 
pointing out real and imagined incon- 
sistencies they exhibited; but their 
contribution to the freedom of Amer- 
ica stands in stern and silent rebuke 
to the debunkers, who create nothing, 
only cast aspersions on others. A care- 
ful and objective historian, who can 
not be accused of a bias toward the 
Bible, described the basic contribution 
of Puritan and Separatist of Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony in these trench- 
ant terms: 

“Unless one keeps in mind the social 
forces that found it convenient to ar- 
ray themselves in Puritan garb, the 
clear meaning of it all will be lost in 
the fogs of Biblical disputation, and 
some of the ablest men the English 
race has ever bred will be reduced to 
crabbed theologians involved in ten- 
uous subtleties and disputing endlessly 
over absurd dogmas. But tenacious 
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disputants, though they certainly were, 
pursuing their subtleties into the last 
refuge and cranny of logic, those Puri- 
tan dogmatists were very far from be- 
ing vain practitioners of eccentricity. 
It is the manner and dress and not 
the matter of their argument that is 
strange; and if we will put aside the 
theology and fasten attention on the 
politics and the economics of the 
struggle, if we will resolutely translate 
the old phrases into modern equiva- 
lents, we shall have less difficulty in 
discovering that the new principle for 
which those old Puritans were grop- 
ing was the later familiar doctrine of 
natural rights; and the final end and 
outcome of their concern for a more 
equitable relation of the individual to 
society, was the principle of a demo- 
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cratic commonwealth, established in 
the conception of political equali- 
tarianism. Here are liberalisms in 
plenty to reward the search for the 
inner core of Puritanism. There was 
gunpowder packed away in Luther’s 
doctrine of the priesthood of all be- 
lievers, and the explosion that resulted 
made tremendous breaches*in the 
walls of a seemingly impregnable 
feudalism ... 

“On the whole it is no mistake to re- 
gard the Puritan revolution as pri- 
marily a rebellion of the capable mid- 
dle class, whose growing trade in- 
terests demanded a larger measure of 
freedom than a paternal king and a 
landed aristocracy were willing to 
grant; and its significant contribu-

Germany to Sweden, I learned that 
practically all those thirty thousand 
people are still lying under the ruins. 
Every time the bus stopped, crowds of 
children, and men and women, gath- 
ered and stretched out ‘their hands 
and begged and were grateful for even 
a crumb of bread or a piece of choco- 
late. I shall never forget one old man 
who was selling papers and my wife 
gave him a piece of bread and butter. 
At first he didn’t believe it, but when 
he found it was bread and butter he 
hid it and went and got a man to sell 
papers for him. Then he took the little 
parcel and, after carefully looking 
about to see that no one saw him, as 
it would have been dangerous, for they 
would have snatched it from him, he 
went away, evidently taking it home 
to share it with his wife. After that we 
were provided a bountiful meal in a 
hotel, but I felt like a sinner at the 
table, I could hardly swallow anything 

down my throat. 

When you look at those countries, it 
is dark and still gets darker—England, 
Holland, France, and is beginning to 
look dark in Sweden, as communism 
marches on, and there are rumors of 
another war being prepared. But Jchn 
saw another vision. It outshined the 
first vision. Christ on the cloud has 
thrust down the sickle and the harvest 
of the earth is being brought in. 

Jesus said, “Behold the whitened 
harvest field.” His disciples were taken 
up with the food problem. They had 
been seeking for quite a time to bring 
some food for their Master, and when 
they finally obtained it, they found 
that He was not so much interested in 
food. They thought He had already 
eaten, that someone had brought Him 
food; but He was taken up with some- 
thing else. The Father had sent Him 
into the earth to reap the harvest. God 
wants us also to lift our eyes and be- 
hold the harvest field. One of the 
blessed results of the war is that the 
precious harvest of souls has become 
ripened, ready to listen to the gospel, 
ready to believe and turn to Christ, 
not only now and then one single in- 
dividual, but hundreds and thousands 
even.

“Stand up, stand up, for Jesus, 
Ye soldiers of the cross. 
Lift high His royal banner, 
It must not suffer loss!” 

The reason His banner suffered loss 
with other people is because they were 
so shallow. The reason it suffered loss 
in your life was because you were too 
shallow in your thinking, and because 
of your failure to comply with convic- 
tions and to meet conditions.

tions to the modern world were two 
systems it did- so much to further: 
the system of capitalism and the 
system of parliamentary government. 

“Separatism, quite evidently, was the 
extreme left wing of the total Puritan 
movement, concerned to explore all 
the logical deductions from the revolu- 
tionary premise of the Reformation: 
It was the final expression of the dis- 
integrating gospel of individualism 
implicit in the doctrine of the priest- 
hood of all believers. Its unworldly 
sincerity was as uncompromising as 
its unworldly scripturism. Not finding 
sanction for them in the Bible, it re- 
jected the established ecclesiastical 
authorities, and laid rude hands on 
the garments of Mother Church. 
Counsels of social expediency were ac- 
counted as dust in the balance against 
the explicit commandment of the Lord 
to separate from the sins of the world; 
and clinging to the text of the Scrip- 
ture the Separatist was led straight to 
the conception of a Christian democ- 
racy. If the true church was a Congre- 
gation of the Saints, and if the Saints 
were equal in the sight of God, why 
should not the principle of equality 
prevail in the rule of the congrega- 
tion? And if it were a brotherhood in 
Christ, owing allegiance to the King 
of Kings, by what Scriptural right did 
profane authorities exercise control 
over the tender consciences of the 
brethren?’ 

The conclusion of the matter is: the 
“old lamps” are tested and true; and 
the education needed today to lead 
young hearts out of darkness and dis-

aster is Christian education, Christ- 
centered education. We must teach 
the Bible and its authority; creation- 
ism, with the responsibility of the in- 
dividual to his Creator, rather than 
the evolutionary hypothesis; freedom 
—political, economical, social, personal 
—rather than statism, collectivism, 
and dictatorship of the proletariat; 
and this must be done under the lead- 
ership of Christian teachers. Young 
people need Christ as Saviour and 
Lord, as Leader and Light, in time and 
in eternity, for in Him are contained 
“all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge.” He is the true Light of 
the World, from which all true lamps 
have their light.—U. E. A.
